Problem: To develop adequate arrangements for providing coordinated 
requirements by priority foi’ the various collection units . 

Status : The IAC has approved the establishment and the terms of 

reference of the IAC sub -committee on covert requirements 
(known as the Interagency Priorities Committee, ref 
IAC-D-28 /l) . Contributions are due from the agencies 
indicating critical targets as a first step in securing 
coordinated priorities. 
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The Executive Order No. 10249;, dated June 4, 1951? 
clarifies the responsibility of the State Department in 
administering the Foreign Service in respect of economic 
intelligence collection. Coordinated requirements of 
the intelligence agencies in this field will be produced 
through the Economic Intelligence Committee recently 
established in pursuance of NSCID 15 . 
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
